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The  difficulty  experienced  by  the  public,  io 
estimating  the  reasonable  compensation  of  medi- 
cal aid  in  this  country,  has  long  been  a  subject- 
of  general  observation  and  complaint.  With 
the  view  of  obviating  this  inconvenience,  the 
Medical  Society  of  the  North,  at  their  anni- 
versary held  at  Inverness  27th  April,  1818,  after 
mature  deliberation  and  discussion,  unanimously 
adopted  the  following  regulations. 

Medical  fees  have  invariably  been  regulated 
by  apparent  wealth,  hence  the  division  of  the 
community  into  classes,  and  the  latitude  in  the 
charges  applicable  to  each  must  appear  obvious. 

These  regulations,  are  by  no  means  intended 
to  confine  the  liberality  of  the  higher  classes,  in 
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particular  cases,  nor  to  preclude  the  humanity 
of  the  practitioner  towards  the  lower.  The 
sums  stated  Jiowever,  are  to  be  considered  as  an 
average  for  each  class,  altho'  from  the  difficulty 
of  framing*  rules  applicable  to  every  case,  or  the 
circumstances  of  every  individual,  any  inter- 
mediate sum  be  taken. 

They  trust  that  while  a  discretionary  power 
is  still  retained,  the  following  regulations  will  ^ 
so  guide  the  judgment  of  the  parties,  as  to  pre- 
vent the  embarrassment   hitherto  experienced 
from  arbitrary  adjustments.
